In the stimulatory phase of traumatic shock in animals new condi- 
tioned defensive reflexes are developed quite readily which, together 
with other signs, indicate predominance of a stimulatory process in the 
cerebral cortex. However, at this time, phase symptoms and a decrease 


in the strength of the conditioned reflexes appear, 


In animals in the torpid phase of traumatic shock the conditioned re- 
flexes are strongly inhibited or completely absent. Inhibition of vari- 
ous conditioned reflexes does not occur simultaneously. Motor and cardiac 
reflexes disappear comparatively early; vascular and respiratory reflexes 
are more stable. 


In those animals in which the conditioned reflexes do not. disappear.
